He does seem quite 
interested and I hope if he keeps well the remainder of the 
winter that he can keep his grades up. But Qr. Clark was 
concerned about Mary - her grades have been going down and 
down - I have tried so hard to help her, but Mary is just now 
at the stage that nobody k nows anything - as Dr. Clark put it 
u she has no use for an adult it is funny - I have'nt worried 
about it specially because I just put it down to adolesence 
and that it time she would come around allright. I am not sure 
if it is the girls she is going with or not. I have had them 
here and some I like and some I question - some of them are 
powerful world wise for their small shoulders - some of them 
empty headed - and others quite sane and normal. It is almost 
impossible to know where to draw the line and how much she can 
see of some of them. As Mary put it - it is the first time 
she has had lots, of girl friends to play abouc with, and she 
does enjoy it. I wish you could hear their conversation - it 
would make a monkey laugh - and giggle - laws do you suppose 
vie ever giggled as much at 12 and 13 ? 

There might be something in the fact that Kirby 
is beginning to assert himself and make a place for himself with 
out Mary’s help. "Ye have tried very h ard not to give K any 
more time than we do Mary - or do for him any more than we do 
for him. They a*e not doing the same things as Dr. K. vjanted 
K. to have some distinct and separate interests from Mary - 
so I have tired to plan it that w r ay, but when K. does one thing 
I've always seen to it that Mary did something she wanted to, 
but whatever it is I don't think it is anything but a passing 
quirk. She acknowledges that she isn't doing good work; that 
it is above her head; that she don't understand what the 
teacher is trying bo get at in Social Studies - that she hates 












French and don't know what the Prof, is saying - so she writes 
notes to the (fir 1 beside her etc. etc., once I got her to 
own up to all of these things, slowly and patiently, just 
talkign it all out with her, she began to see that after all 
she was the one to blame - and so - tomorrow I start all over 
again going to see the teachers, see what they suggest. Dr. 
Clark said that her English teacher wanted to see me, as 
she felt I ought to handle it at once. 

I'm not a bit worried, cause Mary has the ability 
and once I think she realizes she isn't fooling anyone but 
herself, she will soon come around. I thought it might be her 
eyes, since they bothered her so much - but her new specs 
don't seem to work the charm. Personally I think it is nothing 
iouwiryyrabout; ;I find- when, they •arehat-their’.wofstlsthey; : -,us 
suddenly fly high and are their best. 

Please don't blame me if they don't write. I do 
my level best; today both had a book, and I told them they 
could'nt read until they would write, but I had callers come 
in and staid for Tea, and find that the books got finished 
while callers whee here and no letters written - so - its 
now 8;30 P.M. and bed time almost. After this when you be 
going around the world, you will have to start the year 
before training them to write letters. Kirby say, gee whia 
I've never written letters before, I don't know how'. I've 
had every excuse from lame fingers to nothing to say. 

I've used ail the sermons I had - and refuse to nag them any 
more - so you will have to be content with my weak epistles. 

Letters have been hard since Mothers going; somehow 
with every letter I have the feeling I ought to write her. 

I just can't get used to it, and I think I miss her more today 
than I have yet. I think perhaps if I had been physically up 
to it it would'nt have been so hard, but I-had still a long ways 
t© go from my summer slupp. 

It has been so hard also to know what to do with 
Father; he is at Esthers now but not happy; Es is gone all day 
and he gets so lonely, and he isn't well, but Cousin Minnie 
has sent fitfr him to come to her -at Atlantic City for a month 
and then he will perhaps come on with me for a month or so 
altho he is anxious to get back home, but he can't do that 
until April 1st, as he can not stay alone. 

We are having our first real taste of winter; most 
zero this A.M. Kirby Jr. ought to have an overcoat, but 
Arnold thinks he can get along with the one he has; wish he 
was here to help mkke him wear it; K. is growing. Did I tell 
you Dr. K. asked him which he would rather be, short like his

Dear Alma: 

I have just had a very fine talk with Dr. Kenworthy and 
she says the boy has made seally marvelous progress this year, both 
physically and in his attitudes. She speaks with extreme enthusiasm 
of Betty and her influence over both children. She says it is 
really marvelous the way Betty has gotten the boy to open up and 
talk. She feels veiy confident that if we send him to Arizona his 
health will come forward by leaps and bounds and that in turn will 
greatly improve his attitudes all along the line. 

She thinks it desirable that the four of us spend August 
together provided the boy really wants to do this. If he strongly 
prefers to stay in camp then the Doctor favors leaving him there. 

I am going to talk this all over with him when I go up within a 
few days. I have written to ask what are the best days for me to 
be at the camp. I feel confident we can get him sufficiently inter¬ 
ested in the prospects to make a go of it. 

Dr. Kenworthy is willing to take you as a patient this year 
and work with you regularly on one condition - that you be relieved 
of all responsibility for the care of the children and for house¬ 
keeping. ^e is confident that she can make a marvelous trans¬ 
formation in your physical condition if she can have you under 
favorable conditions, but she thinks the care of Mary at this crit¬ 
ical year would make it almost impossible for you to have a fair 
chance. She is not willing to take your case, therefore, unless 
we sent Mer y away to boarding school. Moreover, she feels very 
keenly that during this particular year while you are recovering 
your vitality it will be far better for Mary to be in school. 

I asked the Doctor if she felt very keenly about this and she spoke 
with extreme emphasis in expressing the opinion that it is imperative 
that you be given a decent chance this year to get back on your feet. 
She spoke confidently about what she can do for you. 

Under the circumstances, therefore, I am making an effort 
to get Mary into George School, a Quaker institution near Phils.—. 
delpnia. Dr. Kenworthy recommends it very highly and I have visited 
it personally and am enthusiastic about it. I am not sura whether 
we can get her in there or not. :i -t any rate I will keep looking 
about. 


The Doctor suggests that we do light housekeeping this year 
so that you will have the very minimum of burden on your shoulders. 

I will scout about and see what the possibilities are and write to 
you further. It seems absolutely clear that we ought to rent all 

of the apartments at Sunnyside. It would be nice if we could 
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be on the Hill with the many advantages offered there where we can be 
near Betty and Gene. 

While I am disturbed at the thought of having both children 
away I am really very enthusiastic about the arrangement# and think 
it will work a marvelous transformation in you. After all, your 
physical vitality is so imperative that we must make whatever 
adjustments are necessary in order to get you in first-rate 
condition again. If you have any strong convictions you think I 
ought to have immediately do not hesitate to send a night letter and 
then write me fully by air mail. I am determined that we will make 
whatever adjustments are necessary in order to overcome those killing 
headaches that sap your vitality.- 

I am digging out from under at both offices and find I have 
a wonderful lot of invitations to speak at important events. I am 
going slow about accepting too many, but it is nice to be invited. 

I will tell you more about this as soon as I get a little better 
line on my plans• Bo tell me all about what the folks in Houston 
are doing and about Mother and Mr. Murry.

Your notes of July 20th and 21st are here. I have 
written Dr. Kenworthy about an appointment for the boy. She 
is expecting to see him. 

We find that George School was full up with a waiting 
list. Moreover they do not take children under tho ninth 
grade. After consultation Oakwood School at Poughkeepsie 
seemed the next best bet. Indeed I am now inclined to believe 
that this is the best place for Mary.
